Persons interviewed 
either denied ever having heard of Mr. Salanci or have a 
vague recollection of him and no information was developed 
indicating any payoffs to Senator Saxbe or other political 
figures. Mr. Salanci was described by some of the persons 
interviewed as an opportunist, a "ward heeler on the make," 
an individual interested in "lining his own pockets," and 
as a ‘troublemaker. Senator Saxbe was interviewed and 
described Mr. Salanci' s allegations as completely fallacious 
and declined to dignify the allegations by making any further 
comments. * Mr. Salanci was the subject of two National 
Bankruptcy Act investigations conducted by the Bureau? however ,

prosecution was declined in each case. In October/ 1951/ he 
was involved in a divorce action and allegedly "scuffed up" 
his wife's attorney and accused her of running around with 
the attorney.

At 12: 30 p. m. Mr. Kelley met with Mr. Saxbe during which 
time a discussion was held concerning a request of the FBI from the 
Special Prosecutor's Office. This has been made the subject of a separate 
memorandum. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Saxbe advised Mr. Kelley of Saxbe' s 
great admiration for the FBI and his intention to cooperate fully with the 
Director and the Bureau. He said that he would like Mr. Kelley to advise 
him of any efforts on the part of individuals to exert influence on the Bureau 
using some pretense -of. close association with Saxbe as a lever. This would 
include persons inside the Department as well as any outside the Department

He also asked how the Bureau and the Director got along

He said that he was going to give this new reorganization of the 
Department of Justice a good shake since it appeared logical to him that 
something needs to be done but he said that if it doesn't work out he will 
scrap it and have the Federal regulation implementing it rescinded. He said 
in his opinion the whole purpose for the Department of Justice should be to 
make the individual police department and officers job as easy as possible 
through help from the Department and the Federal Government. He said he 
hasn't fully explored this matter but intended to go into the operations and 
expenditures of LEAA very carefully since he was not sure that all the 
money allocated to LEAA was being spent to its best advantage. He said 
that this was one of the first orders of business. 


He commented briefly regarding the White House noting that 
General Haig was being worked almost to the breaking point since he was the 
only individual over there who was in contact with the President. 

Mr. Saxbe inquired concerning the National Academy and our 
installation at Quantico and indicated a desire to tour Quantico and its facili- 
ties at some time in the future and to be briefed concerning its function and 
its curricula for local law enforcement. 

He also indicated a willingness to be briefed at periodic one -hour 
intervals regarding various investigative endeavors of the FBI, including our 
efforts in the s ecurity f ield and organized crime field. He said that his 
Assistant, Mr. L would be the one to contact for the purpose of arrang- 

ing such briefing sessions. It is noted during this discussion with Mr. Saxbe b6 
he had several questions regarding our use of Title ni wiretap installations, *>7c 
as well as National Security wiretaps, during which time he was advised in 
general terms about both.

The Attorney General displayed considerable interest and 
knowledge regarding firearms and indicated that at some future date he would 
like to come back to the Academy and shoot. 

Mr. Saxbe talked to the 96th Session of the National Academy, 
as well as all other students, staff and faculty members, for approximately 
20 minutes, beginning at 9:45 a. m. He was quite laudatory regarding the 
training afforded by the FBI. He congratulated the National Academy class 
on being selected to attend the finest training available in law enforcement. 

He pointed out that the law enforcement profession was the thin line of 
responsibility between an orderly society and anarchy, and assured them 
that he felt theprimary law enforcement responsibility belonged at the local 
level. He' commented that the FBI is not really a large organization, in fact, 
it is spread ve^ tHin throughout the country, but that law enforcement should 
look up tq;fihe;.Bureau J as an example, of< the r f inest law enforcement agency in

the world. He mentioned that he had followed the progress of the FBI from 
the days of Dillinger and he hopes that the other Federal law enforcement 
agencies which come under the Office of the Attorney General can be upgraded 
to the same high standards as the FBI. He touched on the difficulty, if not 
the impossibility, of rehabilitation of criminals and said that it should be 
recognized that some people are just bad and will never be changed, and they 
should be separated from society. He pointed out that this is the job of law 
enforcement officers and that is why they are here at the National Academy « 
to learn how to not only arrest a person for a crime, but to insure that they 
have the evidence and whatever is necessary to convict the individual. 

Mr. Saxbe said he felt that the extent of punishment is not necessarily a 
deterrent, but the certainty of punishment is. 

Mr. Saxbe commented that he is in favor of capital punishment 
whenjltjftts the crime._ He, told the^off icers that-if4hey do their job it'will 
come to-pass'that they cau take, off the streets the.people„who belong behind 
bars. He mentioned that of each 100 burglaries committed in the District of 
Columbia last year, only two resulted in convictions, and pointed’ out that 
this obviously does not deter the commission of more burglaries. He felt 
that where the percentages were better as a result of effective police work, 
crime should.be less. 

He briefly mentioned LEAA as an aid to help finance local 
police programs, but he emphasized that LEAA representatives should not 
try to tell.local law enforcement agencies, how to run their business; He 
feels that the Federal Government already tells the local government how to 
run their -schools, their health programs, etc. ,, but that control of police 
operations belongs at the local level, where the officers are in tuneiwitftu 
their community. He felt that the historic decisions of the«Supreme Court 
in the 1960*8, which were tough for law enforcement officers to accept, have 
in fact resulted in an upgrading of the police service and we therefore should 
be pleased about it. 

Comments by officers and members of the staff indicate;,, that

Insofar as manpower needs are concerned, the Saxbes have a heavy cS 
social schedule not only at night but on weekends apd although they frequently 
attend these functions together, it is not always the case. From past experience 
in handling the protection of former Attorney General John Mitchell and his famil 
Agents assigned to that detail often went two to three weeks with no time off aver 
aging as much as ten hours a day overtime, never less than six hours a day. It 
is felt that in handling the protection of Attorney General Saxbe sufficient Agents 
should be assigned on a permanent basis to have two shifts a day and days off for 
working weekends. It is estimated that no less than eight Agents could handle tfci 
assignment efficiently causing no extreme hardship on any Agent assigned.

It was agreed 
that the Bureau’s position would be as follows and Bates stated he would 
respond to press inquiries as follows: The FBI has no comment to make con- 
cerning Saxbe’s statements regarding Miss Hearst’s involvement in the bank , 
robbery and kidnaping. The FBI is continuing to investigate the kidnaping, as ^3 
well as the recent bank robbery so as to develop all facts concerning both crimed 
and to identify all those involved. The news media will be immediately informed 
upon the issuance of any additional warrants charging individuals with those 
offenses or when- arrests are made in the cases based upon such warrants.

William 'B; Saxbe' s long and intensive interest in India 
began during -his first year in the Senate in 1969. 

Under the auspices of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
he visited India in October of 1969 -- the first of five such trips he 
made until leaving the Senate to become Attorney General early in 
1974. 

Mr. Saxbe conferred four times during that four -year period 
with Prime Minister Indira Gandhi -- .twice in Jndia .and twice in the 
United States. He also has met with most of the leaders of the 
government of India and its Parliament. 

During his Senate term, Mr. Saxbe also developed a deep 
interest in other countries in Asia -- and in particular devoted a 
substantial amount of time to the problems that existed between India 
and Pakistan. 

Ue met with leaders of both countries in a peace-keeping mission 
just prior to the outbreak of the India-Pakistan war: Later, he was 

instrumental in obtaining emergency food supplies to combat widespread 
hunger in Bangladesh that resulted from the war. 

/bZ-ff-yS — 
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Mr. Saxbe's first visit to India in 1969 was as part of a 
17 -member delegation from the Senate and House that conferred with 
government leaders in India as well as in Pakistan, Thailand, Korea, 
Japan, and the Soviet Union. 

In 1970, Mr. Saxbe was the official representative of the United 
States at a royal wedding in Nepal, and’ later went to India for meetings 
with government officials and then Ambassador Kenneth B. Keating. 

Mr. Saxbe traveled to India in the spring of 1971 for a round 
of talks with high-level officials, and late that year returned for 
discussions that he hoped would help avert a war between India and 
Pakistan. 

He met with both Prime Minister Gandhi of India and President 
Yahya Kahn of Pakistan, urging that a peaceful solution be found to the 
problems that had frayed relations between the two countries. As he 
later said, he was gravely disappointed when the costly war broke out. 

The new nation of Bangladesh emerged from that conflict, and 
Mr. Saxbe's most recent visit to Asia was during the summer of 1973 
when he was invited to Bangladesh as an official guest of the state. He 
toured many parts of the nation during his four-day stay, and conferred 
with Prime Minister Sheikh Mujibur Rahman. 


Mr. Saxbe led a number of efforts in the Senate on issues 


relating to India, Pakistan, and Bangladesh both before and after the war. 

In October of 1970, he criticized shipment of U.S. military- 
equipment to Pakistan, and an amendment he co-sponsored with 
Senator Frank Church of Idaho to cut off aid to Pakistan was later 
accepted as part of the Foreign Aid Bill. 

Following the creation of Bangladesh, Mr. Saxbe and Senator 
Ernest Rollings of South Carolina introduced a resolution calling upon 
the President to recognize the new nation --a. step that was taken a 
short time later. 

In 1973, as food shortages grew in Bangladesh, Mr. Saxbe led 
a movement in the Senate to have the United States and the Soviet Union 
agree to divert to the new nation a substantial amount of American grain 
originally scheduled for shipment to Russia. The White House later 
increased its grain commitment to Bangladesh by- nearly 200, 000 tons. 

During his most recent visit to India, Mr. Saxbe conferred with 
Ambassador Daniel Moynihan. He also has met frequently during his 
years in Washington with officials of India's Embassy, and in 1970 was 
the host in Ohio for a group of seven officials of India's Parliament who 
were in this country to observe campaign activities. The leader of the 
delegation was the speaker of the house of India's Parliament. 

Earlier this week, he conferred with Mr. Moynihan by telephone, 
and met with officials of India's Embassy here.
